SAY STEAD IS CRAZY. 


THE LONDON “REFORMER” USES 
LANGUAGE OF SLUMS TO WOMEN, 


Presents Himself Sefore the Conference 
of the Representatives of Benevolent 
and Social Organizations at Recital Wall, 
Calls His Wearers “Degraded,” and 
Makes Odious Comparisons=Mrs. Chal- 
mers Voices the Sentiment of Her 
Hearers=Plans for Relief. : 


Editor W. T. Stead, at a joint meeting of 
women’s clubs yesterday held to consider 
plans to aid poor women and children, criti- 
cised those present in a way that produced a 
sensation and put the women present ina 
flutter of indignation. The London editor in- 
formed his hearers, who Were representatives 
of the best known women's clubs, that they 
cared only for themselves, and unneglected 
opportunities to do good were disreputable in 
the eyes of God and man. 

He followed up this remark by comparing 
the women before him to another class of 
women never mentioned in polite circles in 
language that brought crimson to many 
cheeks and caused honest eyes to sparkle with 
indignation. Stead left the room immediate- 
ly after making his address, saying he had 
an engagement elsewhere. He was not asked 
to remain, 

After the women had recovered from the 
effect of his uncalled-for remarks they ex- 
pressed the belief that a charitable view of 
Stead was that he was crazy. 

The meeting was called by the Chicago 
Woman’s club to confer upon plans to aid the 
suffering poor women and children. It was 
held at Auditorium Recital Hall. The hall 
was filled. The following clubs were repre- 
sented: Women’s club, West End, North 
Side, Q. S. J. P., Women’s Press League, 
Clio, Household Economic Clio, Moody Bible 
Institute, West End W. C. T. U., Municipal 
Order League, Children's Aid Society, Hull 
House, Working Women's club. Dr. Sarah 
Hackett Stevenson presided. 


Sfead Gets to Striking Statements. 


Mr. Stead was the third or fourth speaker. 
He began his remarks in characteristic sen- 
sational fashion. He was glad to think the 
women were bestirring themselves. He was 
glad of an opportunity of speaking. At the 
same time he felt there was need for him to 
speak to them. He said. 

Lou know far better what the truth is and 
what the need is than I could tell you. I 
chiefly welcomed the opportunity to speak, 
because sitting side by side with those active 
workers before me were some of the most dis- 
reputable people in Chicago. Nothing was more 
obnoxious to any one who paid any attention 
to the teaching of our Lord than the fact that 
the conventional judgment about reputable 
and disreputable is quite foreign to the Chris- 
tian ideal. Who are the most disreputable 
women in Chicago?“ 

The women were staring at him in amaze- 
ment by this time. His next sentences were 
even more noticeable. 


go,“ he said, are those who had been dow- 
ered by society and providence with all the 
gifts and all the opportunities, who have 
wealth, and who have leisure, and who have all 
the talents, and who live entirely self-indulg- 
ent lives, carmg only for themselves, think- 
ing only of the welfare of their brothers and 
sisters. These women who have great oppor- 
tunities, only to neglect them, and who have 
great means, only to squander them upon 
themselves, are more disreputable in the eyes 
of God and mun than the worst. waman 
Fourth avenue.’ 

The women were too astonished to speak at 
this onslaught. They sat looking ut the ex- 
traordinary speaker, their faces crimson and 
indignation on every countenance, But Stead 
went on: 

Continues His Strictures on the Women. 


It those present should go down into the 
depths and come face to face with the actual 
facts of human life they would find that at 
this moment in the city the economic 
difficulty is staring them in the 
face at every turn, Every morning 
I have received a letter from the widow ofa 
soldier who fought in the wars who is in debt 
and difficulties andin danger of being turned 
outinto the streets but who is offered a 
shameful alternative by her debtor. Only 
yesterday I met a poor girl who is willing and 
anxious to leave the life which she is leading. 
Yet when it is proposed to remove her there 
is at once the difficulty of a debt of $60 which 
she owes. So it is all around the chapter. If 
all of those present were to rouse themselves 
as many of them are doing, then this great 
trouble and affliction would be a _bless- 
ing, a blessing by no means confined 
to those they would help, but a blessing which 
they stand more in need of themselves. For 
unless all the teaching of all the religions is 
false it is better for a man to lose his life and 
be miserable and poor and tormented rather 
than be comfortable and the possessor of all 
things and lose his own soul. None are in 
such danger of losing their souls as those who 
are wrapped upin their own selfish comfort 
and who forget the necessities of the brothers 
and sisters of the Lord.“ 

Mr. Stead retired from the meeting when 
he had concluded this effort. He stole out 
amid silence, but seemed not aware that he 
had made unusual remarks. The women im- 
mediately afterwards went into executive ses- 
sion in a discussion of his remarks, excluding 
the press representatives present. Addresses 
were made by Mrs. W. J. Chalmers, Miss 
Mary Krout, Mrs. John Wilkenson, Miss 
Ada Sweet, Miss Jane Addams, Mrs. F. 
W. Parker, Mrs. Mary Wilmarth, and others. 
The speaking lasted from 3 o'clock until 5. 
A few of the women defended Stead, but the 
majority considered his remarks unjustifiable 
and unprovoked and his reflections as re- 
marks characteristic of him. 

Mrs. W. J. Chalmers had nothing but words 
of contempt for My. Stead. In speaking of 
his remarks she said: 

„Mr. Stead may be crazy. If he isn’t he 
should be drummed out of Chicago. I haraly 
care to discuss his insulting conduct before 
the Woman’s club this afternoon. His re- 
marks are unfit to be repeated by a woman. 
He gratuitously and grossly insulted an as- 
semblage of women who are representative of 
the brains and culture of their sex 
in Chicago. There was nothing said 
previous to his tirade of abuse to 
warrant his insulting talk. What induced 
him to speak as he did I cannot even guess, 
unless he wished to give a parting shaft to the 
women who have refused to socially recognize 
him. He had no sooner finished his offen- 
sive remarks than he slunk out of the hall 
like a miserable coward. The women were 
too dazed and shocked, I think, to say any- 
thing, and, besides, as I said, he gave them 
no opportunity. 

All Disavow a Stead Invitation, 


** How Mr. Stead came to be at the meeting 
I do not know. After he had 
gone there was a general disavowal 
on the part of the ladies for 
any responsibility for his invitation or ap- 
pearance. It was almost foolish to ask him 
to appear. He has shown at previous meet- 
ings the substance of his character. He should 
never have been recognized by Chicago. He 
is a social outcast at home and is certainly 
unfit to have any recognition shown him here. 
Asa matter of fact, though, he has generally 
hired his own hails and he has not been so- 
eially received anywhere. The attention he 
has received has been of a public character. 

“Tam sure that Mr. Stead has now worn 
out his welcome, I think that the husband ot 
every woman at the today must feel 
that his wife has been directly insulted. The

: adopt resolutions expressive of the contempt 
in which they hold Mr. Stead. After he left 
the meeting today but little was said of him. 
I believe I made the only mention, and that 
was when I was making a report of the work 
of the West End club, I remarked that we 
thought we had traveled some pretty 
rough roads and met with a great many dis- 
agreeable features, but I told the ladies that 
after our experience atthe meeting today I 
considered that the West End club’s pathway 
was by comparison a delightful one, for it 
had never encountered Mr. Stead. From the 
generous applause that followed my statement 
I think the sentiment of the women could be 
safely regarded as unanimous. 

I understand Mr. Stead’s associations in 
London have been such as to lead him to be- 
lieve that all women are of the character he 
portrayed us to be. He is unfit to appear be- 
fore Chicago women, and the respectable peo- 
ple of the community should unite in secur- 
ing his departure from the city.“ 

1 think Mr. Stead showed a wonderful 
lack of tact, and also of good taste,“ said 
Jane Addams. “I don’t think he meant to 
insinuate anything against the ladies who sat 
around him, but he might have been more 
careful in his language. 

His Remarks Not Intentional. 

Mrs. Charles Henrotin said she did not care 
to make a statement regarding the matter. 
She thought Mr. Stead, like all public speak- 
ers, was sometimes carried away with enthu- 
siasm and did not mean to injure any one’s 
feelings by his remarks. 

D.. Sarah Hackett Stevenson said: “It is 
my opinion that Mr. Stead’s remarks were 
misconstrued. It is my belief that Mr. Stead 
did not speak in the ume sense in which 
his remarks were taken. Possibly he was 
too metaphysical, and possibly he spoke too 
much as he would to an audience in England, 
but it is clear to my mind that when he said, 
‘There are disreputable women here,’ he 
meant there were women present who, in con- 


the poor downtrodden more than they do, for 
their very station gives them, in a sense, their 
reputation, which, if not sustained, leaves 
them disreputable—not, however, in the moral 
sense in which some evidently thought he 
spoke. I regret sincerely that Mr. Stead, who 
was a guest of the Women’s club, should have 
been so misunderstood.”’ 
Women Talk of Relief Means, 

In the general meeting Mrs. Flower spoke 
very strongly as to the need of all existing 
agencies communicating directly to the Cen- 
tral Relief Assoviation in order that they 
might be worked into the general scheme for 
the districting of the city, Prof. Small, who 
was present by invitation, explained what had 
been done and said that 50 per cent of the 
districts that were inhabited by those who 
might be in need of relief were already dis- 
tricted. Mrs. Henrotin gave an earnest ad- 
dress as to the true spirit in which relief ought 
to be disposed.

TO DETERMINE CHICAGO’S POPULATION, 


“Two Million Club” Will Meet Saturday 
and Announce Results. 

Chicago’s Two Million club” will ban- 
quet at the Lexington Hotel Saturday night 
and give forth to the public the re- 
sult of the combined efforts of several 
experts in statistics to estimate the 
present population of the city. Among 
those taking an active interest in the affair 
are S. 8. Greeley, E. A. Bachelor, D. F. Crilly, 
and R. C. Givins. To the latter the inception 
of the idea is due, and Mr. Greeley acts as 
Chairman of ‘the Committee on Statistics. 

Last night it was impossible to get any- 
thing like exact figures of the estimate. Mr. 
Greeley had just made a start at collecting 
data and he means to put intwo days’ work 
before he completes his calculation. To 
a reporter from Tugs Trreune he explained 
that the basis of his estimate would be a com- 
parison of the number of citizens register- 
ing and voting on different occasions 
with the population as closely as 
can be ascertained for the several 
periods; a comparison of the school census at 
different times with the total population; and 
a similar comparison of the number of 
names in the city directory with 
the population. He considers that a 
definite law of ratio in all these 
cases could be evolved »y colluting Chicago 
with other statistics, and that in this way a 
reasonable estimate could be arrived at. But 
Mr. Greeley could not be induced to make 
any forecast in the present state of his knowl- 
edge. 

Robert C. Givins, who was seen at the Lex- 
ington Hotel, said on his return to Chicago 
after an absence of two years he was aston- 
ished at the development of the 
city, and it was the enormous 
increase of population evident to 
any one familiar with street car travel, or the 
down-town office buildings, or the new hotels, 
that had caused him to raise the question

REOEIVER TAKES INVENTORY or 
GUARANTEE’S PROPERTY. 


Mr. Hurley, in Charge of the Office of the 
Investment Concern, Finds Record of 
the Issue of Bonds Having a Par Value 
of $55,900,000—Names of 4,000 Chicago 
People Who Have Been Patrons=They 
Flock to the Rooms and Offer to Pay 
Assessments, 

When T. J. Hurley, receiver of the Guaran- 
tee Investment company, took an inventory 
of that concern’s possessions yesterday morn- 
ing he found checks and currency amounting 
to $450, some yards of carpet,a varied as- 
sortment of stationery blanks and advertis- 
ing matter, and that was all. True there were 
certain desks and chairs, more or less expen- 
sive, and ample in number to supply the of- 
ficers and clerks, but President McDonald 
said these were all his personal property. The 
receiver found printed matter setting out that 
the company had sold 55,000 bonds, repre- 
senting at their par value $55,000,000. He 
discovered also a book containing the names 
of thousanas of buyers of the bonds.

The carpets 
might go in the inventory. Mr. Hurley 
guessed that they might bring $50, and he 
put down the visible assets at $500. 

Mr. Hurley found a cash book and a bank 
book The latter showed that the Guarantee 
Investment company’s account was drawa 
out two weeks ago. The usual business rec- 
ords were scarce, but there was a list of 
names of people who had bought bonds. 

In a great number of instances the people 
named represented the -most intelligent 
classes. Men occupying high positions, rich 


matter-of-fact pursuits, were included. There 
were numerous women also, some of whom 
were known to be administrators of estates. 
Their holdings ranged from two or three 
bonds up to several hundred. 

While Mr. Hurley was at work numbers of 
bondholders called to pay their assessments. 
It was said that $3,750 in assessments was 
due yesterday and today.

‘NOT ANGERED BY THE APPOINT- 


ENT OF A RECEIVER. 


Tells the Stockholders of New York and 
New England He Can Again Pull the 
Road Out of a Hole—Relations of Re- 
ceiver Platt and the Railroad President 
The Collapse Causes an Unexpected 
Failure=Cordage in Business Again= 
News of the Financial World. 


New York, Dec. 27.— [Special. J- Wall 
street devoted a good deal of time today 
talking about the affairs of the New England 
railroad and President McLeod, the dashing 
financier of Eastern railroad management. 
The stock was again the center of attack, and 
in the forenoon it declined to 12, a drop of 
more than 3 points. This was due to the re- 
port that au application was to be made dur- 
ing the day, in Albany, to Judge Wallace of 
the United States Court, by interests opposed 
to the McLeod management, for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the road. The deter- 
mination to do this was arrived at late last 
night at a conference held in the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel between Thomas C. Platt and F. 
H. Prinee, directors of the New England 
company; A. B. Boardman and Frank HI. 
Platt of the law firm of Tracy, Platt & 
Boardman, and some capitalists interested in 
the securities of the company. Mr. Board- 
man left for Albany on a midnight train, in 
order to make the application for the appoint- 
ment offa receiver today. 

The fact that the court at Albany had ap- 

ointed Mr. Platt receiver was not known 

ere until noon. The announcement was 
made at a meeting of the stockholders of the 
road just after Mr. McLeod had read a state- 
ment. It was stated prior to the meeting that 
the conference last night was a meeting of 
the committee appointed some time ago to 
raise the money required by the company to 
pay the interest due Jan. 1. The sum of 
$200,000 was required for that purpose, and 
the committee had been unable to secure it. 
The responses to the application of the com- 
mittee had been slow. Under the circum- 
stances, therefore, it was necessary that an 
application should be made for a receiver for 
the road, It did not follow, however, that the 
application would be inimical to the interests 
represented by Mr. McLeod, although it was 
not believed that Mr. McLeod now held any 
more stock than was necessary to qualify him 
as a director and President of the company. 


McLeod Says He Can Pull the Road Through 

As soon as President McLeod had called 
the stockholders’ meeting to order he made 
this statement: 


You have been called here today either to ratify 
or to disapprove the lease to this company of the 
railroad of the New York, New England and 
Northern railroad company, a corporation organ- 
ized and promoted in the interests of the New 
York and New England railroad company. A 
copy of this lease has been mailed to each stock- 
halter and some spare copies are on the Secroa- 

ary's desk for further examination if desired. 
March 14 1 was elected tothe Presidency of your 
company. 1 found an empty treasury, many 
overdue and unpaid vouchers, and a large 
number of creditors, several of whom were 
urgently pressing their claims for a settlement. 
The next day after my election an attachment 
was placed, much to my astonishment, on a large 
portion of your rolling stock. It was made, too, 
by one of the creditors who, 1 might almost say, 
had been’treated as a preferred creditor by the 
previous manager by paying him large amounts 
just before the change. Several members of the 
board and myself promptly came to the relief of 
the company, the attachments were released and 
sufficient funds advanced to provide for pressing 
claims. This established, to a great extent, the 
credit of the company and confidence in the pub- 
lic mind. The management then sought to place 
the property in better condition, physically, and 
to establish such discipline amon the employés 
insure safety. an economy in 
the conduct of your business. For several 
months during the normal condition of 
business the net gains each month were satis- 
factory and enabled your management to pay off 
all the money advanced by the members of the 
hoard and myself to meet pressing necessities 
early in March, except one note of $20,000, vol- 
untarily extended — a member of the board. 
When the July interest payments became due the 
financial condition of the country was such that 
it was aimost impossible for any corporation or 
individual, no matter what his or its resources 
might be, to borrow money. Yet, almost entirely 
unaided, 1 procured the necessary funds to meet 
these payments. The advances made for these 
purposes have since beén repaid out of the earn- 
ines of the company, notwithstanding the great 
depression in business generally and a consequent 
falling off of the receipts.

New England railroad company is amply able to 
sustain itself and to give those who have come to 
the relief of the property great confidence in its 
earning part. 

From the time I assumed the management of 
your company to the present day I have labored 
tothe very best of my ability to improve its 
credits, ita physical condition, and its future 
prospetts, and after studying it as thoroughly as 
the time I have been connected with it permitted, 
[came tothe conclusion that its stockholders 
could not reasonably expect a return upon their 
investment unless some way could be devised by 
which the road could be extended into the great 
city of New York, where it would be able to com- 
pete for the through traffic going to and from 
this great metropolis. To accomplish this re- 
sult the plan laid before you today, embodied in 
the lease under consideration, was thought to be 
the only one by which an extension and  inde- 
pendent line could be secured. 

It is my belief that if your votes are given today 
in sutliciont number to ratify this lease you can- 
not only by your action obtain the desired exten- 
sion but will, within a reasonable time, begin to 
realize something upon your investments, the 
dividends on which have been so long deferred.

ONE OF M’LEOD’S VICTIMS FAILS, 


Samuel Heilner Left in the Larch by the 
Man He Helped, 

Puitabecpnia, Pa., Dec. 27.—[Special. |— 
Deceived by McLeod and carried into stock 
speculations against the advice of his friends 
and in violation of a rule of nearly a lifetime, 
Samuel Heilner, trading as Percy Heilner & 
Son, the largest coal operators here, has gone 
to the wall. Today Mr. Heilner assigned to 
Albert B. Weimer, with liabilities of about 
$500,000. The firm was formerly sales agent 
for the Reading company, and when McLeod 
was endeavoring to secure contro! of the New 
York and New England Heilner came to his 
assistance. In February he advanced $50,000, 
which at the time was represented as a personal 
loan to Mr. McLeod, This was followed. by 
other sums before Heilner admitted that the 
money was going into the stock. This caused 
considerable surprise among his friends, as 
he had never before been known to go into 
any speculative ventures. Heilner’s holdings 
amounted to about $325,000. He was a 
member of the pooi formed some time ago to 
bull New England stock, which was rendered 
powerless, so it is claimed, by MclLeod’s sell- 
ing short and leaving his friends in the lurch. 
In common with the others in the pool Heil- 
nor was forced to part with his holdings 
at a heavy loss, which so crippled his finances 
as to render an assignment inevitable. 
The embarrassed firm has offices.in New York, 
Baltimore, Reading, and London, Eng., as 
well as in Philadelphia. Mr. Heilner, who is 
now the sole member of the firm, has always 
enjoyed a high reputation for business ability 
and integrity and the announcement of his 
failure was a great shock to the business com- 
munity. As soon as the news of the failure 
reached the street proffers of financial assist- 
ance were forthcoming and a prominent banker 
called to beg Mr. Heilner to accept his did, 
but the assignment had already been made. 

Temporary New England Receiver. 

New HAVEN, Conn., Dee. 27.—Judge William 
K. Townsend of the United States District Court 
tonight appointed William T. Hart of Boston, 
temporary receiver of the New York and “New 
England road, upon the sanie grounds as those 
contained in the action of Judge Wallace at 
Albany, N. V., this morning.

Bowery Hoodlums Make It Impossible to 


Carry Out an Old Custom Blind“ Men

New York, Dec. 27.—/Special.]|—The me- 
lodious chimes of Old Trinity.“ which have 
rung the requiem of each dying year for half 
a century, and have joy fully rung in the new 
years during the same period, will remain 
silent next Sunday night. The Rev. Dr. Mor- 
gan Dix, rector of Old Trinity,“ has issued 
an edict to this end, and so another of the 
delightful old customs that has been handed 
down from the early days of New York’s his- 
tery is abolished. The down-town rowdies 
and drunken hoodlums from the Bowery and 
kindred streets have in the last few years 
gradually elbowed out of place the old-time 
New- Yorkers to whom, the custom is endeared 
by long association. Last year the roystering, 
drunken men drove away nearly all the re- 
spectable people who assembled by their in- 
sulting ribaldry. Tammany policemen of- 
fered no protection and so it has been de- 
cided to do away with the enjoyable chimes. 

Dr. Dix, in speaking of the new order to- 
day, eaid: “I know it will be a great disap- 
pointment to the old residents not to come 
down town.and listen to the chimes, but I am 
forced to keep them mute. In the old times 
people would gather in front of the church 
and await the ringing of the chimes with dig- 
nity and order. For the last ten years the 
crowds on each succeeding New Year's eve 
have been getting so large and noisy that 
any one standing in front of* the 
church has been unable to hear the bells 
for the noise made by the horns in the 
possession of the savages, That's what they 
are, savages, I liken them to the savages in 
the Dahomey Village at the World’s Fair, 
I have done everything to prevent these bar- 
barous horn-blowers, but you might as well 
throw pearls before swine. Will we ever 
have the chimes again? That Ieannot answer 
until New York.City becomes more moral 
and the rabble has been suppressed. will 
not say that the ringing of the chimes has 
been abandoned for good, but the stopping of 
them may give the savages a lesson. 

Lally at Last in the Tombs, 


Two more arrests in connection with the 
alleged violation of the election laws were 
made today. One of the men apprehended 
was ex-Bridge Policeman Michael J. Lally, 
charged with illegal electioneering.

A slight insight into the manner in which 
the ring Democracy of Brooklyn attempted 
to carry its flag to victory election day was 
obtained today in. the Brooklyn court-house 
when one of the election fraud cases involv- 
ing the Seventh Assembly District came be- 
fore Judge Cullen in the Supreme Court. It 
was shown that in many cases election day 
blind or alleged blind men were accompanied 
into the booths by Democratic watchers, who 
urranged their ballots for them.

McClelland made several at- 
tempts to see his wife, but failed. and then he 
decided to kill her. He procured a revolver 
and was seen near the Johnson residence. 
His wife, however, was kept indoors, and 
finally McClelland was ordered to keep away 
from the premises. and also to refrain from 
making any more threats under penalty of a 
severe punishment. 

In April, 1884, his wife's father secured a 
divorce for her, and in June McClelland left 
Idaho, It is believed that the story of Convict 
Rivers, now in the Madison (Ja.) Peniten- 
tiary, is true, though it is doubted whether 
McClelland ever told him his real name was 
Oscar. ts 

Convict Rivers’ Record, 

Rivers was known here as Frank Grove. 
He was a blacksmith in the regular army, and 
was a frequent visitor at the Tohanen enone 
stead.

them. Grove was a short, heavy-set man, 
weighing about 160 pounds. He had large, 
soft, black eyes, wore a heavy mustache, and 
had a clear complexion.

McClelland was 
generally regarded here as an adventurer, and 
his whereabouts have not since his departure 
been of sufficient interest to any one about 
Boise to prompt inquiry.

Meeting at Springfield, III., Largely Attend- 
ed and Many Important Papers Read 
Work of the Sessions of the Associations 
of Wisconsin, Michigan, Nebraska, Indi- 
ana, Minnesota, and lowa=—Maréngo, III., 
Alarmed at the Threat to Kill Banker 
Patrick—News from the Northwest. 


Sprinarietp, III., Dec. 27.—{Special.]— 
The attendance upon the sessions of the State 


was expected and larger than usual. The 
sessions were also notable for the superior ex- 
cellence of the papers read as compared with 
hose of previous years. While politics is of 
course tabooed at these sessions the gossip of 
the hotel lobbies has developed the fact that 
among the educators in attendance are sev 
erai active and passive candidates for the of- 
tice of State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. J. H. Freeman of Aurora, 
President of the assocjation, has been men- 
tion’ in this connection, but he is not 
a candidate, and will make no canvass for the 
nomination. ‘Two active candidates have, 
however, been discovered in the persons of 
George R. Shawhan of Champaign and M. P. 
Rice of Fulton County, but the extent of their 
electioneering consists in getting acquainted 
with their fellow educators. . 

At the general meeting this morning Dr. 
Charles A. McMurray of Normal discussed 
the subject, Revision of the Common School 
Course of Study with a View to a Better Co- 
ordination of Studies. A striking paper 


upon Education of the Heart was 
read by President (i. Stanley Hall of 
Clark University at Worcester, Muss., an 


eminent authority upon psychology in its 
practical application ‘to the profession of 
teaching, whose presentation of the subject 
was highly appreciated. President Hall pre- 
sented another enjoyable paper this evening 
upon the topic, Child Study,“ and left for 
Des Moines to deliver two addresses before 
the iowa State Teachers’ Association. The 
meetings of the différent sections this after- 
noon were largely attended. After President 
A. A. Kendrick of Shurtlitf College had made 
his address to the college section that body 
adjourned and united with the principals be- 
cause the topics to be discussed were along 
identical lines. The subject was A Uniform 
Course of Study for High Schools and Their 
Relation to Colleges.” Interesting papers 
were presented by E. G, Cooley, Principal of 
the Lyons Township High School; Charles 
W. Groves of Harvard, and others. 

Miss Emma F. Stratford of Moline is Presi- 
dent of the primary section. Among those 
who talked in this mesting on themes relating 
to the development of the child-mind were 
Dr. Frank McMurray of the University of 
Illinois, Principal Luther Hatch of Moline, 
and Prof. B. P. Cotton of Normal. MW. E. 
Goddard of Chicago presided over 
the meeting of the high school sec- 
tion. The discussion of the subject 
of “Geography in Its Relation to the High 
School ** was opened by Supt. F. L. Calkins 
of Washington and continued by Miss Rosa 
Tomm of Delavan, A. E. Turner of Lincoln, 
„L. S. Ham of Pana, and others. In the Coun- 
ty Superintendent's section, the President, 
State 1 * Raab, delivered an ad- 
dress. hen the question of caring for school 
finances was discussed at length by M. P. 
Rice of Fulton County, and in the general dis- 
cussion which followed Charles Cannady of 
St. Clair County and John H. Gross- 
man of Carroll County took leading 
parts. A paper on Establishing in Children 
the Habit of Reading the Best Books, was also 
read by Assistant State Superintendent Kirk.

Impertant Papers at Indianapolis. 


IxDIANATOLIS, Ind., Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
Educational questions of interest to Indian- 
apolis pedagogues were discussed all day at 
the State Capitol. Over 800 teachers and 
superintendents have enrolled. and the meet- 
ings are being held ina half dozen different 
sections. The colleges are also well repre- 
sented, no less than fourteen State institu- 
tions having members of their faculties at the 
convention. The General Teachers’ Associa- 
tion met in the Hall of Representatives, which 
was crowded to the various ante-chambers, 
Joseph Swain, President of Indiana Univer- 
sity, discussed ** The State or Public Educa- 
tion. ‘* Literature and Life was the sub- 
ject of a paper by Mrs. Emma McRea of Pur- 
due. Prof. Arnold Tompkins, now of Chi- 
cago, on account of whose removal from the 
State Normal a great deal of commotion was 
created some time since, was the next 
speaker. His subject was The Law 
of the School,“ and it was expected he would 
embrace the opportunity to get ina fling at his 
Normal School adversary, but that subject 
was not even broached. The annual session 
of the Indiana Academy of Science also met 
today. The main discussion was on the bio- 
logical survey of the State, the paper being 
by President John M. Coulter of Lake Forest 
University. The College Association, com- 
posed of Presidents and professors, held an 
exclusive session in the Denison House club- 
rooms. President Eddy of Rose Polytechnic 
talked on mathematics and A. R. Benton, But- 
ler, President Smart, Purdue, and James Riley 
Weaver, DePauw University, discussed his 
paper. The latter has probably passed 
through more thrilling experiences than any 
other college man here. He served — 
the war and was on board the Kearsarge when 
that vessel sunk the Alabama. His paper 
was one of the most interesting of the sessioh 
and was followed by a talk on politics by 
Prof. Wood burn of Indiana University. To- 
night was held the debate between students 
from DePauw and the State University on the 
necessity of a new political party. 

Work of Nebraska Association. 
Lancoty, Neb., Dec. 27.— [Special. — The 
Nebraska State Teachers’ Association com- 
menced a three days’ session in this city to- 
day with an attendance of over 400. Every 
train adds to the number and it is expected 
at least a thousand will be enrolled before the 
session closes. The sessions are held at the 
halls of tne State University, and this morn- 
ing Chancellor James H. Canfield read the 
opening paper on the question of high schools 
and academies doing the preparatory for uni- 
versity work.

THREAT TO KILL BANKER PATRICK.

Some Wholesale Discharges to Be Made

Powell, the new Chief of Police, has 
been making a careful examination of the 
qualifications of the Indianapolis police 
force, and it is announced there will be some 
wholesale discharges and a general shaking 
up with the beginning of the new year.

STERLING “DECLINES. 


EXOHANGE BREAKS ARP r AND © 
PROMISES. GOLD IMPORTS. 


Local Stock Market Heavy~West Chicago 
Street Railroad Declines=The Elevated 
Stocks Are Also Heavy, ang Earnings 
Are Said to Be Disapp Increas 
ed Traffic Shown by the Twenty-second 
Street Electric Line=—Transactions on 
the Exchange. 

Sterling exthange rates went to pieces yes- 
terday Posted rates were twice reduced and 
the actual rates went down 1K 61. In 
New York demand exchange got as low as 
485. Another decline as sharp as that of 
yesterday would carry the rate pretty close to 
a gold-importing point. It is not easy to see 
just what the decline yesterday was based on. 
For several days the market has been dul} 
and rather weak, although quotations were 
nominally unchanged. The logic of the gen- 
eral situation in foreign trade has poiated to 
lower exchange rates for some time, Im- 
ports have declined so sharply while exports 
have kept up fairly near to the record 
of last year that the favorable trade 
balance thus created seemed likely to

‘inevitably bring rates down. That does not 


explain the sharp drop yesterday, however, for 
that is an influence which should have been more 
gradual, One Chicago banker ventured a predic- 
tion that we would wake up some morning to the 
information that the government has made a 
bond issue and sold a portion or all vf the bonds 
abroad, and he believed that in yesterday's sharp 
decline in sterling rates was evidence of such 
action. 

The local stock market was a little more active 
and heavy. Just at the.close West Chicago 
street railroad stock dropped off sharply, selling 
down to 144% for the account. North Side was 
inactive but firm, the stock closing at 249% for 
the second account. There is a good deal of 
bear talk about decreased earnings, particularly

While it may be true that earnings are de- 
cidedly unsatisfactory from any pointof view 
that looks toward immediate income from the 
stock it is to be remembered that the street rail- 
ways arealso showing the sharpest decline in 
business, No one supposes that such a decline 
is at all a permanent matter, and when there is 
improvement the elevated railroads are likely to 
receive their share of increased traffic.

Everything is favor- 
able to hastening such construction: Both 
material and labor can be had on the most ad- 
vantageous terms, while the money market is not 
likely soon to be found in a better condition for 
the purpose of raising funds. These stockholders 
believe that the only means of securing trafilic 
enough to make the roud a financial success lies in 
the construction of branches to feed the trunk line. 
The annual meeting which will be held next 
Tuesday promises an interesting discussion in 
regard to the future policy of the company. 

At the annual meeting of the Lake Street Ele- 
vated r which will be held Jan. 9, it is 
expected that the management will unfold some 
plans regarding the extensions of that system 
and these plans are said to be on a comprehen- 
sive scale. 

There was no movement of importance in the 
miscellaneous stock. The industrials were gen- 
erally steady at unchanged quotations.

The Net Balance Now Down to the Low 
Figure of $88,914,000. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 27.— The Treasury 
net balance today declined to the low figure 
of $88,914,096, of which $82,024,796 is 
in gold and $6,889,300 is in currency. This 
is the lowest point ever reached by the Treas- 
ury, but each successive day only makes it 
lower. At the beginning of the fiscal year the 
net balance was $122,500,000, and at the 
commencement of December it was 895,000,

MEDALS FOR EXHIBITERS., 


The Design Perfected at the Philadelphia 
Mint Generally Approved. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
Work is progressing as rapidly as possible at 
the Philadelphia mint on the die for the 
bronze Columbian Exposition medals, which 
will be three inches in diameter. After re- 
peated alterations Sculptor St. Gaudens has 
been furnished with plaster casts of the pro- 
posed medal, a description of which is as fol- 
lows: Upon the obverse Columbus is repre- 
sented stepping from a boat to the land, and 
just behind him are three figures, warriors of 
his day. One of them bears aloft the 
standard of Spain, the folds of which 
are 80 80s gracefully arranged as to 
prevent any perspective on this side 
of the medal. A new departure has been 
made by Mr. St. Gaudens in the figure typify- 
ing America on the reverse of the medal, for 
instead of the customary female figure there 
is an upright, vigorous-looking male Amer- 
ican, Underneath this figure will be inscribed 
the name of the exhibiter and the class of 
goods for which the award was made. Those 
to whom the perfected designs have been 
shown unite in declaring them the best things 
of the kind they have ever seen; and the de- 
parture in favor of a healthy. energetic-look- 
ing male American is particularly commend- 
ed. Just when the medals will be ready for 
distribution is still a matter of conjecture, all 
depending upon the celerity of the people at 
the mint. | 


TALK OF THE PRESIDPENT’S HEALTH. 


His Absence from the Capital Gives Rise 
to More Rumors, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
The absence of the President from the cap- 
ital for a few days starts afresh the gossip 
about his health. During his first term Mr. 
Cleveland could go off on a hunting or fishing 
trip as a recreation from public business and 
nothing be thought of it. Now, however. 
when he disappears from sight for a few days 
a rumor is started that he takes his doctors 
along. In the present case there is no ground 
whatever for supposing that Mr. Cleveland 
went down the Potomac for any purpose ex- 
cept to secure a few days’ rest. Official busi- 
ness undoubtedly wearies him more now than 
it did in former years, ‘and he is less inclined 
to stand the raids of office-seeking Congress- 
men and their constituents. Next week he 
will begin the new year with a round of social 
and public duties, and the President naturally 
wants to renew his strength before the weari- 
some round begins.

HAWAII LIES NAILED: 


BLOUNT 18 OONTBADIOTED BY THE 
‘REV. MR EMERSON. 


A Noted Missionary Astonishes Democrat- 


Committee- There Was Urgent Neces- 
sity for the Landing of Uncle Sam's 
Marines, and They Lent No Aid to the 
RevolutionistseImportant Letters and 
Dispatches Wanted. 


Wasuinetor, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special.}— 
There will be light on the Cleveland-Gresham 
Hawaiian conspiracy. The Senate Foreign 
Relations committee has affronted the cuck- 
dos by beginning an investigation of its 
own. The administration’s policy was to 
have Congress accept its own defense as con- 
clusive. Mr. Cleveland, having confidence in 
Paramount Blount, Congress was expected to 
have equai confidence. The Democrats on 
the House Foreign Affairs committee showed 
that they were willing to shut their eyes and 
do whatever the President wanted them to do. 
They reporteu a resolution, drawn up at the 
State Department, which censured by impli- 
cation the Harrison administration and by 
terme ex-Minister Stevens. The resolution 
was reported with the intention of pressing 
it and demanding that the Demo- 
cratic majority in the House pass it 
as an indorsement of the admunistra- 
tion tor its failure to get the Queen back on 
her rotten throne. It is not certain that the 
resolution now will ever be called up, or if 
called up will be able to secure a party vote; 
but the action of the majority in the House 
Foreign Affairs committee puts them in a 
bad light by comparison with their party as- 
sociates on the Foreign Relations committee 
of the Senate. The House ‘Democrats by 
their resolution swallow Paramount Blount 
at one gulp and assume that there is no 
ground for Congress to question either the 
accuracy or the fairness of his report. 

Practically Ignore Blount, 

The Senate Foreigu Relations committee 
te kes just the opposite ground. It begin the 
investigation just as though Blount had never 
madeareport. Blount and ex-Minister Ste- 
vens will both be called to testify before the 
subcommittee, but it will not be assumed that 
the testimony of either one of thein is conciu- 
sive. Other witnesses who can shed any light 
on the events leading up to the resolution will 
be examined. ‘That this course will be taken 
was shown today when the Rev. Mr. Emerson 
and Prof. Alexander were beforethe subcom- 
mittee. Prof. Alexander did not testify at 
length because there was no time, but the 
Rev. Mr. Emerson was subjected to a very 
thorough examination. Much of what he 
told the subcommittee has been heretofore 
printed in THe Tripune. Mr. Emerson was 
one of the missionaries that was so displeas- 
ing to Claus Spreckels, Nordhoff, and Blount, 
as well as Secretary Gresham. His recital of 
the condition of affairs in the islands and of 
the utterly corrupt and degraded nature of 
the Queen’s reign was a graphic one. He 
answered the questions of Senator Gray, who 
is the especial champion of the acministra- 
tion, very freely, and the Delaware Senator 
got very little comfort from Mr. Emerson. 

That he controverted Blount’s statement in 
many particulars need hardly be stated. 
While the committee is conducting its in- 
auiry with closed doors, in accordance with 
the practice of the Senate, it is said this will 
not prevent full publicity being given at a 
later date to the testimony that it hears, 
though everything that is disclosed about the 
dissolute Queen may not be thought proper 
for publication. 

In another aspect the inquiry of the For- 
eign Relations committee may be important. 
The Presiaent may continue to withhold from 
Congress the dispatches from Minister Willis, 
but it is competent for a Senate committee 
to visit the State Department and inspect 
those dispatches for itself. And the commit- 
tee intends to have, for its own information, 
at least, all the documents in the Hawaiian 
case. It will then be able to Judge under- 
standingly of the policy which the President 
expected Minister Willis to carry out. It will 
be able to know for itself whether the failure 
to assassinate the provisional government un- 
der the mask of friendship and to get the 
Queen back on her throne was really due to 
her unwillingness to grant amnesty or to her 
fear to resume the throne unless backed up 
by American buyonets. 

The Investigating subcommittee met 
promptly at 10 o'clock at the Capitol. One 
member was absent, Senator Butler of South 
Carolina. The members present were Sena- 
tor Morgan, Chairman, and Senators Gray 
of Delaware. Frye of Maine, and Sherman of 
Ohio. Aside from the rather unusual prom pt- 
ness shown by the members in assembling 
there were other signs of a determination to 
prosecute the inquiry with vigor and earnest- 
ness. Within a few moments after calling 
the subcommittee to order a stenographer 
was introduced by the Chairman, and having 
satisfied the Senators of his ability not only 
to report the proceedings, but also to observe 
strict secrecy as to what happened in the 
committee-room, he was installed in office 
and given a piace at the side of the table. 


Reading the Resolution. 


With a view of informing the subcommit- 
tee of the exact scope of the inquiry as defined 
by the Senate the Chairman then caused to 
be read the resolution upon which it will pro- 
ceed. The full text is as follows: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations shall inquire and report whether any, and 
if so what, irregularities have occurred in the 
diplomatic or other intercourse between the 
United States and Hawaii in relation to the re- 
cent political revolution in Hawaii, and to this 
end said committee is authorized to send for per- 
sons and papers and to administer oaths to wit- 
nesses, 

While the resolution was being read there 
were two gentlemen in waiting in the ante- 
room. They were the Rev. O. P. Emerson 
and Surveyor-General Alexander, both citi- 
zens of Hawaii and both believed to be in 
strong sympathy with the provisional cause. 
The Rev. Mr. Emerson is a native of Hawaii, 
but was educated in the United States. He is 
at present Secretary of the Hawaiian Board 
of Missions. Mr. Emerson is about 45 years 
of age, and told the subcommittee that he 
had spent nearly all the yeurs of his life on 
the Hawaiian islands. He was well ac- 
guainted with King Kalakaua and described 
the many stirring events of the troubled reign 
of that potentate, treating of the revision of 
the Constitution, to which Commissioner 
Blount in his report attributes nearly all of 
the troubles that have since occurred on the 
islands. He was in Honolulu during the revo- 
lution, and told the committee of the events 
attending it, of which he said he was an eye 
witness. Mr. Emerson, in his capacity of 
Secretary of the Hawaiian Missionary Board, 
had occasion to travel extensively over the 


islands, and was, in consequence, well 
acquainted with the people and their 
characteristics. His eadquarters were 
in Honolulu, and it happened 
that at the time of the overthrow of the Queen 
he was in that city. It is said that Mr. Emer- 


son’s picture of the scene was quite graphic, 
and his views were expressed with all the 
vigor of a man who believed what he was say- 
ing. Heis said to have testified that there 
were threats of harm to individuals, and that 
the people were fearful of attempted outrage 
and incendiarism. For this reason and for 
the purpose of protecting Americans and their 
property Mr. Emerson said the United Stutes 
marines and sailors were brought ashore. He 
was positive they took no part in the over- 
throw of the Queen, and lent no aid to the 
men who established the provisional govern- 
ment. Mr. Emerson has a personal acquaint-

HOWARD NEATLY CAUGHT IN A TRAP. 


His Principal Witnesses Flatly Contra- 
dicted by Himself in an Interview. 

Jackson, Tenn., Dec. 27.—[Special.|—The 
proceedings of this morning’s session of the 
Federal Court in the Howard case were of a 
sensational nature. At last night’s session of 
court the defense closed its case and the gov- 
ernment began to introdute evidence 
in . rebuttal. .

ALL REPUSLICANS SUPPORT THE M’KIN- 
LEY LAW. 

Some of the Democratic papers are accus- 
ing of inconsistency those Republicans who 
three und a half years ago deplored or pro- 
tested against the passage of the McKinley 
tariff law, but who are opposing now unan- 
imously the passage of the Wilson bill. The 
Democrats say: ** We are about to repeal that 
measure you objected to so strenuously and 
yet you resist instead of supporting us. What 
a change of front.’ 

Nothing can be more consistent than the 
course which the Republicans who opposed 
the McKinley law are pursuing. The princi- 
ple which guided them then guides them now. 
When the present tariff law was introduced 
they deprecated its passage because they be- 
lieved it was wiser to“ let well enough alone.“ 
Many good Republicans thought there was no 
imperative need of a large increase of duties 
at that time. The industries of the country, 
it seemed to them, were thriving and needed 
no additional stimulus. They feared there 
was danger that if by accident protection were 
carried too high at any point trusts and com- 
bines would spring up and flourish under the 
shelter of the tariff wall and the people would 
grumble, 

These anti-McKinley law Republicans be- 
lieved also that from a party point of view it 
was better to let well enough alone.“ They 
knew that whatever tariff change was made 
would dissatisfy somebody, and that if many 
were made many voters would be dissatisfied. 
They were of the opinion that—since no ques- 
tion of morality was involved, but only one of 
expediency—it was better not to disturb the 
tariff question and not wake up sleeping dogs 
than to assume the offensive by passing a new 
bill, thus inviting a reaction and courting the 
fate the Democrats met with when they made 
their Mills bill a party issue and went into a 
campaign with it. 

It cannot be denied that the political fore- 
sight of these Republicans who disliked the 
McKinley law had some justification. It cost 


cost them the Presidency and Senate in 1892. 
A more conservative policy on the tariff ques- 
tion would have saved all three of them. The 
Republi¢ans who opposed the McKinley law 
did so because they believed it unnecessary 
and injudicious. Subsequent events have 
shown that they were not wholly wrong. The 
party has certainly had to pay a heavy price 
for the satisfaction of enacting the McKinley 
law. 

Today the same Republicans are resisting 
the repeal of the McKinley law and they are 
wholly opposed to the passage of the Wilson 
bill. They are not inconsistent. They say 
now, as they did in 1890, let well enough 
alone.“ They would not be disturbed in the 
least if the Democrats were to limit their 
tariff legislation to the removal of some of the 
admitted defects of the present law. They 
would not feel hurt if here and there a duty 
which is too high were cut down. But that is 
not what the Democrats propose todo. They 
are intending to lop off and to ampuiate, in- 
stead of to correct. They mean,in cutting 
down duties, not to stop at a point which may 
make a trust impossible, but to go so far 
that heavy reductions of the wages of Amer- 
ican labor will become necessary if com- 
petitive mahufactures are to be carried on in 
thiscountry. The Republicans, whether they 
were for or against the McKinley law, cannot 
stand that. 

The Republicans who were against the Mc- 
Kinley law and are now against its repeal say 
also that it has been in operation for three 
years and a half. Manufacturers have be- 
come familiar with it and have adapted their 
businesses to it. But for the fear of its repeal 
the factories closed now would be open and 
the men who are idle now would be busy. As 
the country was getting along well enough 
under the McKinley law Republican common 
sense is opposed to upsetting it and disturb- 
ing thus the peace of the community. The 
repeal of the McKinley law now would be a 
wanton interference with the industries of the 
country and the welfare of those who are en- 
gaged in them. 

The position of the Republicans who pro- 
tested against the McKinley law is thus a per- 
fectly logical one.

One insures good times and em- 
ployment; the other promises hard times, 
distress, and poverty for millions of our 
people, 


THE DEMOCRATIC GERRYMANDER OF 
COOK. 

That the Cook County Democrats in their 
rabid greed overreached themselves by their 
gerrymander of this section of the State last 
spring is now quite apparent. In Tue TRIB- 
UNE yesterday the facts and figures were set 
forth in proof of this. The Democrats aimed 
to make ten sure Democratic Senatorial Dis- 
tricts in Cook County. They were willing to 
give the Republicans only five. Unless the 
Republicans blunder as badly as they did in 
the fall of 1892, by nominating one notori- 
ously unfit candidate for Senator and rather 
negative candidates in other districts, they 
can carry seven of the Cook County Districts 
next fall, and probably eight. In the election 
of last week the Republicans obtained ma- 
jorities in the eight districts, and came within 
300 votes of carrying a ninth district. On 
distinctively national and Senatorial issues 
under wise leadership they will do as well 
next fall. But wise leadership and efficient 
organization will be necessary to obtain so 
large a measure of success, Weak or doubt- 
ful candidates will not win in any of the three 
doubtful districts. The Republicans when 
the time comes must name their most avail- 
able men and the old and oft-defeated and 
discredited ward workers must be held in 
check. Under the new ballot law the intelli- 
gent voter has large opportunities for dis- 
crimination. 

The Congressional situation is not quite so 
hopeful for the Republicans as the Senatorial 
one. But it is much brighter than when the 
gerrymander was completed last spring. Two 
of the districts counted on as certain by the 
Democrats now are classified by them as 
doubtful. The German vote in both districts 
is quite large, and as the Germans are getting 
tired of the Democratic connection and re- 
turning to their allegiance to the Republican 
party both districts are more likely to go Re- 
publican than Democratic. There ia fighting 
ground ina third district. The Democrats 
therefore only safely can count on two where 
taey made certain of five eight months ago.

POLICY OF SAVING AND ECONOMY. 
Speaking of the lack of money in the City 
Treasury at this moment, one of the conse- 


‘quences of which is that the January interest 


on city bonds has to be advanced by five of 
the local banks, Ald. Madden of the Finance 
committee says: 


The way to cure the trouble i is to make the gen- 
eral fund equal to the tax levy. If the tax levy 
is $4,800,000 then the general fund should be 
equally as large so that all the city's bills can be 
paid before the new levy comesin. I propose to be- 
gin this reform at the nextappropriation, When 
the appropriation bill is made up in the spring 
it will be $500,000 less than the tax levy. The 
surplus will go into the general fund. If our 
successors do likewise the following year there 
will be an increase of $1,000,000 in the general 
fund and we will soon be out of debt. 


This statement may not be understood by 
men who are not familiar with the peculiar 
way in which the city manages its finances. 
In March of this year the Council voted the 
appropriations for 1893, and ata later day 
notified the County Clerk of the amount it 
wished to collect from the taxpayers. The 
collection of those taxes, which are to defray 
a great part of the expenses of 1893, just 
barely is beginning now. By April a good 
deal will have gone into the City Treasury, 
and money will keep on dribbling in till the 
tax sales are over in the summer. Thus the 
city spends the taxes for a given year before 
it collects any of them. 
its license receipts, which are collected in ad- 
vance three times in the year. 

When the reform Council took charge of 
city affairs in 1876 the policy was adopted 
not merely of cutting down salaries and other 
expenses, but also of appropriating each year 
a sum in excess of what was to be expended. 
This unexpended surplus was to serve asa 
working capital to meet city expenses until 
the taxes began comingin. The policy of the 
Colvin administration had been to borrow all 
the time on certificates of indebtedness at 
high rates of interest. The new policy was 
designed to secure for the city a cash capital 
which would relieve it from the necessity of 
borrowing. It was adhered to for some time, 
a certain amount being saved yearly from 
the taxes and added to the general fund.“ 
Thus in spite of the bad tax collection system 
the city has had money in the treasury at all 
times to meet its expenses. 

Of late years there have been no savings. 
On the contrary, the expenses have exceeded 
the receipts, and the general fund has 
grown smaller. The Aldermen have drawn 
on it when they could get nowhere else the 
money to pay more or larger salaries. Ald. 
Madden’s suggestion is to go back to the 
methods of 1876, to recommence saving, and 
to replenish the general fund until it is about 
equal to the tax levy. Then it will be a mat- 
ter of comparatively little consequence that 
the taxes are collected about a year too late, 
for there will bean amount of money equal 
to them in the treasury, while the license fees 
come in every four months. It is an excellent 
suggestion, but when March comes and the 
appropriation bill has to be passed most of 
the Aldermen will think more of spending 
than of saving. Instead of consenting to a 
cutting down of salaries, they will want them 
increased and they will want more offices 
created. They will want more clerks and in- 
spectors and policemen so that they may have 
more patronage. Economy is notin the ma- 
jority in the Council when the time comes to 
vote away the — money.

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THE OREGON CHARLATAN. 
No one but a rank charlatan or something 
worsé could have written the open letter by 
Gov. Pennoyer of Oregon to President Cleve-

Silver and silver certificates still have all the 
legal tender power they ever possessed and all 
the power that is required for practical pur- 
poses in Oregon. No creditor in that or any 
other State can refuse to take them in satis- 
faction of his claim unless the debtor when 
he made the loan agreed specifically to re- 
pay in some other kind of money or property 
than silver. 

There is not a creditor in Oregon but will 
glad'y receive silver dollars or certificates at 
full par in payment of what is due and owing 
him. Pennoyer cannot name a single one 
who would not. Hence he shockingly lies 
when he attributes the hard times to Congress 
having made gold alone the full legal tender 
money.“ He has not the shadow of truth as 
a basis for his statement that the sole causes 
of the decline in values, the paralysis to busi- 
ness, and impoverishment of wage eurners ”’ 
is that creditors refuse to be paid in standard 
silver dollars or silver certificates, and insist 
on gold. In point of fact silver and gold 
money are on an exact parity in Oregon, and 
there is no discrimination made between them 
by buyers, sellers, creditors, or debtors, There 
is more than 600 millions of silver and certific- 
ates in the United States performing full gold 
money duty, which is a greater sum than all 
the gold in this country. And that vast mass 
of silver currency is kept up at par with gold, 
thus insuring the maintenance of the parity 
of the two metals and the equal power of 
every dollar at all times in the markets and 
in the payment of debts which was de- 
manded by the latest national platform of the 
Democratic party. 

Congress at the extra session, so far as it 
acted on the money question, carried out the 
declarations of both the Democratic and Re- 
publican platforms. Hence it is sheer impu- 
dence on the part of Gov. Pennoyer to ask 
President Cleveland to request Congress to 
undo that action.

CULLOM AND LINCOLN. 

In his recent letter to Mr. Atkins, President 
of the Illinois Republican Editorial Associa- 
tion, Senator Cullom expresses a favorable 
opinion upon the question of nominating a 
United States Senator in the State conven- 
tion because Abraham Lincoln was made the 
Senatorial candidate by the State conven tion 
of 1858. Senator Cullom says: 

It is a matter of political history that at that 
convention, which met June 15, 1858, at Spring- 
field, the following resolution. offered by the late 
Charles L. Wilson of Cook County, was unani- 
mously adopted: 

* Resolved, That Abraham Lincoln is the first 
and only choice of the Republicans of IIlinois 
for the United States Senate as the successor of 
Stephen A. Douglas.“ 

1 believe this is the first instance of record i in 
which either of the leading political parties of 
Illinois, in State convention, declared itself in 
favor of a Senatorial candidate. 

This, then, so far as the Republican party is 
concerned, may be considered as the original 
precedent, and why the practice has since fallen 
into disuse I am unable to discover. It would 
seein to be a very proper and wholasome method 
that the representatives of the party from the 
whole State, fresh from the people, shall give ex- 
pression to the people’s choice at the early date 
when the State convention is usually held. 

The inference is an obvious one that Sena- 
tor Cullom fancies he stands in the same re- 
lations to the Republican party of Illinois as 
Abraham Lincoln did thirty-five years ago 
and that the candidacy should come to him 
now in the same manner and for the same 
reasons that it did to Mr. Lincoln then. It is 
doubtful, however, whether the parallel be- 
tween Senator Cullom and Abraham Lincoln 
drawn by Mr. Cullom—even though he says it 
himself—will bear the tests of political 
geometry. It is a grave question whether he 
embodies the principles of the Republican 
party as Mr. Lincoln did or whether he is as 
conspicuous a figure in the party as Mr. Lin- 
coln was when he was selected as the cham- 
pion to do battle with Douglas. The party 
then knew not only the qualities of its cham- 
pion but it knew just what sort of an adver- 
sary the Little Giant was. Now, however, 
while the party may know who Senator Cul- 
lom is and may have a general knowledge of 
his dexterity with the sling, it is all in the 
dark as to the giant its possible David may 
have to encounter. 

Until it becomes apparent whe the Demo- 
cratic giant will be and what issues he may 
represent Republicans as a party will refrain 
from committing themselves to the candidacy 
of any individual for Senator. 

The party is stronger than any individual 
member of it. If it is not then it is time to 
put up the shutters or go into the hands of a 
receiver, The party cannot be helped in elec- 
tion results nor will its interests be promoted 
by the seleccion at present of any candidate 
whether in the lineaments of his countenance 
he resembles Mr. Lincoln or not. It 1s not 
settled by any means wltether Mr. Culiém is 
the man that would best lead the party td 
victory. There may be other Republicans 
equally fit and possibly there may be those 
who are better qualified. In that case it fs by 
no means certain that harmony would be 
promoted in the party should it commit itself 
to the candidacy of one man. 

There are many questions of party interest 
to be considered before it will be prudent to 
determine who the candidate shall be, and 
among these questions is the resumption of 
control by the Republican party of this 
naturally Republican State. If the Republic. 
ans should secure control of both branches 
of the Legislature and Mr. Cullom should not 
be reélected it would not be an overwhelming 
calamity. It undoubtedly would be a disap- 
pointment to him and to his friends, but to 
the party at large it would still be cause for 
general rejoicing that the State was rescued 
from Democratic domination, even if some 
other good Republican than Mr. Cullom 
should be elected United States Senator. 

While it is not apparent that the party is 
unanimous for Cullom as its Senatorial candi- 
date it certainly is unanimousin the resolu- 
tion to secure control of the State govern- 
ment and in the determination, once having 
secured that control. to put an end to Demo- 
cratic usurptions and so-called “ reforms ”’ 
which have made this State a by-word all 
over the country. All Republicans are 
agreed that a Republican Legislature should 
be elected, but all are possibly not convinced 
that the election of one particular man to the 
Senate is the only issue in the campaign nor 
do they understand why the forthcoming 
State convention should commit itself to any 
one candidate because a State convention in 
1858 nominated Mr. Lincoln.

RECORD OF BUSINESS FAILUBSS. 

The business failures reported by ** Dun’s 
Review for the first ten weeks of the current 
quarter number 3,505, and the liabilities 
reported for about seven-eighths of them ag- 
gregate more than $51,000,000. Allowing 
the recent average to be maintained for the 
other three weeks the number for the quarter 
may be estimated at 4,500, which is much 
the largest record reported for any quarter of 
a year since the beginning of such reports, 
about sixteen years ago. At the same rate 
the aggregate of liubilities would exceed 63 
millions, but that is less than the total re. 
ported for six of the quarters in the period 
named, so that the figures are not quite so 
discouraging as might have been feared from 
a look at the number of business failures re- 
ported in the weekly statements. 

Nevertheless; even this small grain of con- 
solation cannot be drawn from a review of the 
statistics for the twelve months of 1893. If 
the estimate for the three latest weeks be ap- 
proximately correct the number for the year 
will exceed 16,000, against about 12,000 for 
the previous maximum, while the aggregate 
of liabilities may be set down at 280 millions 
for commercial and manufacturing establish- 
ments and 180 millions for banks, against a 
maximum of 200 millions for any other year 
since 1857. This is a terrible showing. It 
is all the more fearful to contemplate when it 
is remembered that the depression causing 
these failures was in large part, if not wholly, 
due to conditions that might have been 
avoided had wise counsels prevailed in the 
cenduct of the affairs of the Nation. 

Some of the silver extremists alleged last 
summer that the monetary stringency was 
caused by a conspiracy among the banking 
interests. This was utterly false. The panic 
started among the people, not with the banks, 
or even in business circles. Whatever lessen- 
ing of trade was experienced in the earlier 
months of the year was attributable to a re- 
duced consumption. Merchants wanted fewer 
goods because they found themselvas unable 
to sell as many as previously. Then cha eo-

| aistinetiy this originated in a fear that the 
currency would be swamped by the pressure 
of too much silver, it being known 
that the silver monometallists were 
organizing for a fiercer fight than ever, and 
that there was a sneaking preference 
for free silver among many Demo- 
crats who did not hold themselves bound by 
the currency plank in their national plat- 
form. It was the smaller depositors who 


‘started the run on the banks and collectively 


took from those institutions a large part of 
the money that had been available for lend- 
ing in business channels, Besides what they 
took out of circulation other large sums 
nezessarily were withheld to meet the further 
strain anticipated, and the consequence was 
that business operations were reduced to a 
minimum. When confidence in the integrity 
of the currency had been restored there was 
still the fear of lower prices to be caused by 
promised changes in the tariff, and that ap- 
prehension is now covering the country as 
with a pall of commercial darkness. 
The vast extent of the depression is 
indicated in the weekly returns of 
bank clearings in the principal cities 
of the United States. The latest statement 
shows that as compared with the correspond- 
ing time last year the business of the whole 
country is about three-eighths less, that of 
all outside New York a quarter less, and that 
for New York alone the falling off amounts 
to four-ninths. The big banking centers are 
feeling the heaviest part of the blow, as meas- 
ured in dollars, but the working classes are 
the ones on whom the greatest amount of 
suffering is entailed by the apprehension of 
what a Democratic Congress is going to do 
towards bringing round the will-o’-the-wisp 
kind of prosperity, which is the best they can 
offer. 

The condition to which Democratic free 
trade theories put into practice would reduce 
the American people may be likened to that 
of Tantalus, who was surrounded by water, 
but could not get a single drop to drink. It 
would offer to them goods at lower prices 
than before, but make them destitute of 
money with which to buy. Large numbers 
of the masses being thrown out of work for 
the benefit of foreigners, and the rest forced 
to labor at much lower wages in order that 
the goods produced by their toil may be suld 
in competition with foreign products, they 
would not be able to buy as much as before. 
Their aggregate of wages does not enable 
them to purchase as much now as a year ago, 
and if this terrible depression be caused by 
the mere shadow of f trade, what must be 
the result of the fulfillment of Democratic 
promises? 


WHY NOT BEN HARRISON? 

There recently has been a movement in 
some quarters, by whose authority made THE 
Trispune is ignorant, having for its object the 
Presidential candidacy of Mr. Harrison. At 
the mere mention of such a movement certain 
Democratic newspapers have been moved to 
expression of contempt and derision as if such 
a proposition were too ridiculous to be made 
seriously. But why should not Mr. Harrison 
be a candidate if his friends so desire? What 
is there ridiculous in the proposition? What 
is there that is not dignified, logical, and em- 
inently proper in it? 

Mr. Harrison was nominated in 1888 fairly 
and in a dignified manner for the Presidency. 
He made an admirable campaign. It was free 
from personality and mud-throwing. He sig- 
nally defeated Mr. Cleveland on the issues of 
the day. He served four years and his admin- 
istration commanded the respect of the whole 
country. Even his political enemies testified 
to its excellence. The country was unusually 
prosperous all through his term. Wages were 
high, money was plenty, and workingmen 
were contented. His administration had the 
confidence of the country. There was no tar- 
iff panic. There wasno Van Alen scandal. 
There was no hauling down of the American 
flag. There was no conspiracy to destroy a 
government of the people and set up a mon- 
archy. No mistakes were made, 

In Mr. Harrison’s second campaign nothing 
occurred which reflected upon his character 
and standing as a worthy representative of the 
American people. His utterances were digni- 
fied, sensible, and patriotic. He grew in favor 
as a typical American statesman. His record 
was one of which his countrymen were proud. 
Republicans did not have to apologize for 
their candidate. They made an aggressive 
campaign and they were defeated not be- 
cause of any dissatisfaction with Mr. Har- 
rison but because the majority of the people, 
deluded by Democratic free trade promises, 
wanted a change.“ They got their change 
and it is safe to say they are not hilariously 
enthusiastic over it. There was nothing in 
Mr. Harrison’s first campaign, in his honest 
and clean administration, in his second cam- 
paign, or in his defeat that warrants any jeer- 
ing comment. If the candidate in the next 
election shall be Mr. McKinley or Mr. Reed 
Republicans will support either with enthusi- 
asm. If it should be Mr. Harrison he, too, 
will be supported with an enthusiasm inspired 
by his splendid record. It is premature to 
jeer at Mr. Harrison’s candidacy. It is no 
more ridiculous that Mr. Harrison should be 
nominated a third time than it was in Mr. 
Cleveland’s case. If it be ridiculous will 
some one be kind enough to say why? The 
candidate may be neither one of the’ gentle- 
men named, It is too early to forecast for 
1896, but there is no occasion for jeering at 
the mention of Mr. Harrison’s name in that 
conaection. His record will not justify it. 

There is as much reason why Gen. Harrison

Ir is estimated that the city’s general fund 
has been exhausted and that the city. is 
$1,200,000 poorer this year than it was last 
year. There is no doubt that much of ‘the 
deficit is due to mismanagement and to the 
superficial knowledge of municipal finances 
prevailing in the Controller’s office. On the 
basis of statements made in the early part of 
the present year the Democratic City Council 
appropriated more money than the city could 
obtain through taxation and from miscel- 
laneous sources. The Democratic city ad- 
ministration proceeded to spend on a scale 
larger than the appropriation. The deficit is 
the natural result. The report of Mr. King- 
will, the expert accountant appointed by Act- 
ing Mayor Swift, will be made public today. 
It will furnish an honest aud accurate basis 
for the appropriation of next year and it will 
make clear the necessity for retrenchment. 
Such retrenchment is possible. Many of the 
departments are overmanned. Money is 
spent needlessly in other departments. There 
can be a saving in salaries and in other ex- 
penses. An economical administration of 
municipal affairs will place the city on a 
sound financial basis within three months. It 
is Mayor Hopkins’ opportunity. Has he the 
courage and the ability to grasp it?

MADRID ROYAL OPERA-HOUSE SCARE, 


Rumor of a Threatened Outrage Causes 
the People to Leave Auarchists' Trial. 
Mapripv, Dec. 27.—While a large audience 

at the Royal Opera-House last night was wait- 

ing for the performance to begin a rumor was 
circulated that Anarchists were present and 
intended to commit a bomb outrage, and the 
whole audience was soon ina state of semi- 
panic. The hasty egress of the audience at- 
tracted passers-by, and these in turn circu- 
lated the report. In some quarters it was re- 
ported that a frightful explosion had oc- 
curred and soon the streets in the vicinity of 
the opera-house were packed. The news 


reached the Governor of Madrid, who 
at once drove to the opera-house, 
where the people were demanding 


the instant arrest of the would-be bomb 
throwers, When the Governor appeared and 
stated that the rumor wasa canard the crowd 
became reassured and quietly deparied. The 
rumor had its origin in the fact that the Gov- 
ernor received yesterday two letters warning 
him that the Anarchists intended to blow up 
the building when the Queen Regent and some 
of the Infuntas were present. The Queen 
Regent intended to attend the opera last 
night, but the Governor advised her not to go. 
Some of the attachés of the house explained 
the absence of her Majesty, and the audience 
soon became aware of the alleged threatened 
outrage. 

The police have been stirred to the keenest 
activity by information that the Anarchists 
still out of prison are plutting revenge. The 
theaters and municipal and government of- 
fices are doubly guarded. A thorough search 
of the Anarchists’ rooms and houses was made 
by the police yesterday. 

The town of Grazelema, fifty miles from 
Cadiz, has been terrorized by the unemployed. 
After rioting in the streets yesterday the men 
went from house to house demanding money. 
In several cases a group of rioters would be- 
siege a house and threaten its inmates until 
they received the sum demanded oy their 
leaders, 

After a delay of twenty months the Anarch- 
ists, Jean Marie Delboche and Manuel Fer- 
riera, charged with attempting to blow up the 
building in which the Cortes meets, were 
placed on trial today. Last night six 
Anarchists were arrested, and it wus learned 
that some of them had just arrived from Bar- 
celona. They could not account for their 
visit and this confirmed the police in 
the belief that the gang intended to 
cuuse an explosion here. While Del- 
boche, who is a Frenchman, was in 
jail he composed a pamphlet defending and 
glorifying anarchism. Ferriera is à Portu- 
guese. When arrested they boasted that they 
were agents of the Central Anarchist organ- 
ization. The next day they declared that they 
were perfectly innocent. Ferriera admitted 
that he had carried a bomb into the building, 
but ingenuously said that he had no criminal 
intention. Papers were found upon the pris- 
oners showing that they intended to attempt 
to blowup the Royal Palace, the Bank of 
Spain, and other public buildings. 

Rome, Dec. 27.—The Italian government 
has notified the government of Spain that it 
is not possible at present for Italy to take 
special measures against Anarchists. 


CRISPI IS A FRIEND OF THE CHURCH, 


The New Premier Is Expected to Carry 
Reconciliation Plans. 

Loxpox, Dec. 28.—The Rome correspond- 
ent of the Times refers thus to the Germania 
newspaper's recent article on Crispi and the 
Church: 

No prominent statesman has so many friends 
among the clergy as has Crispi, and the confi- 
dence of the clergy of the country has been 


strengthened by their disastrous experi- 
ence in the three years since his 
fall. The only attempt at pacification 


of Church and State in the last twenty years was 
strongly favored by Crispi when in power, but 
was broken off through the pressure of France. 
During Crispi's régime no measure was pro- 


posed which was offensive to the church. He 
is not an atheist and never has 
keen an enemy of the church, but 
he is inflexible on the question of 


its interference with the government and State. 
also with the question of the unity of Italy which 
obviously is incompatible with the temporal 
power of the Papacy. It is felt among liberal 
churchmen that no other statesman would be able 
to carry a measure of reconciliation so well as 
Crispi. Hostility to him is limited to the 
Ultramontanes and foreign Catholics, who are 
ignorant of Vatican politics, and to the French. 
Radicalism and anarchy alarm the church more 
than they seem to alarm the Italian Conserva- 
tives. Crispi is felt to be the only man who can 
be depended on to hold these tendencies in check. 
Nearly the whole of Catholic Italy is in revolt 
against the present political tendencies of the 
Vatican. I learn from a well-informed source 
that hardly a member of the Sacred College sup- 
ports Cardinal Rampolla in his hostility to Italy 
and the Dreibund. 


INSIST THAT MRVA WAS A SPY, 


Note Book Showing Those He Betrayed 
Said to Be in Herold’s Hands, 
Praave, Dec. 27.—As a result of the assas- 
sination of Rudolph Mrva, who, it is alleged 
by many young Czechs, was a police spy, the 
police are confined in the barracks ready to 
be dispatched instantly to the scene of any 
disturbance. The houses of many members 
of the Omladina, the secret society to which 
the assassins of Mrva belonged, have Been 
searched and more arrests are impending. It 
ig reported that a young woman to whom 
Mrva paid attentions knew for a long 
time of his connection with the police, 
but she did not reveal the fact 
to any one. Mrva persuaded the 
young woman’s brother to join the Omladina 
and shortly after was arrested. His sister 
concluded that Mrva had caused the arrest of 
her brother and she determined to have re- 
venge. She had in her possession a note 
book belonging to Mrva which, it is said, con- 
tains inany entries showing that its owner was 
an active ally of the police and that he had 
betrayed many men. This note book the 
young woman handed to Herr Herold, who 
denounced Mrva in the House and who in- 
tends to publish it and prove the assertion 
that Mrva was a police spy. Mrva was buried

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Reports from South Africa Are That the 
Matabeles Wiped Them Out. 
Lonpox, Dec. 27.—Dispatches to city 
houses through the South African merchants, 
Mosenthal, Sons & Co., say that the British 
South Africa company’s force under Capt. 
Wilson, forty strong, have been massacred 
by the Matabeles. AH communication be- 
tween Capt. Wilson and Maj, Forbes has been 
destroyed by the rising of the rivers, it now 
being the rainy season. It is reported this 
afternoon that Cupt. Barrow, who was sent 
across the Shangani by Maj. Forbes to re- 
inforce Wilson, and who shared with him the 
command of the consolidated columns, had 
also been lost with all his men. Late in the 
afternoon, however, general opinion in the 
city discredited all the reports of a massacre. 
After the defeat of King Lobengula at Bulo- 
wayo he fled to and across the Shangani River, 
pursued by the British. Capt. Wilson and 
about forty men left the main pursuing col- 
umn and crossed the Shangani after the 
enemy. Shortly after he crossed the river be- 
gan to rise and his retreat was cut off. Soon 
reports began to be received thatthe whole 
force had been killed, and they were believed 
at the Colonial office. 
Dec. 12 a report was telegraphed from Cape 
Town that Capt. Wilson's force had defeated 
the Matabeles. This report, however, was not 
confirmed. 


PEASANTS’ UPRISING IN SICILY. 


They May Become Brigands, as They Can- 
not Pay the Taxes. 

Lonpvon, Dec. 28.—The Rome correspond- 
ent of the Daily News telegraphs: 
A regular uprising of the peasantry of Sicily is 
beginning and it threatens to assume a fierce 
character, in case the conquered peasants should 
become so-called brigands. Anyhow, the strug- 
gle will be costly, tedious, and sanguinary. 
A large portion of the Italian Nation 
sympathizes with the supposed government in- 
tention to dissolve many of the municipalities, 
replacing them with military control. Hitherto 
Palermo has seemed indifferent or hostile to the 
movement, doubtless owing to its being a center 
of the Mafia. The municipalities are now 
neglected, the duties are squandered, and the 
public funds are plundered. 
The correspondent writes at length of the 
corruption in Sicilian towns and cities, closing 
with the words: 
The octroi taxes are simply enormous, but the 
direct taxes are small. Sicily pays octroi taxes 
treble those of Lombardy or the Venetian terri- 
tory, where the population is about equal. Thus 
the Sicilian municipal authorities place the 
bulk of the taxation on the poorest. 


Silver Speculation at Bombay Collapses, 

BomsBay, Dec. 27.—The speculation in silver 
here has collapsed. Those who were speculating 
for a rise have lost heavily. The natives, who 
expect that a heavy duty will be placed on silver 
atthe beginning of the fiscal year, have made 
their purchases in advance, and other causes 
have combined to knock the bottom ont of the 
speculative movement. 


Socialist Volders May Be Arrested. 

BnusskLs, Dec. 27.—It is rumored that Jean 
Volders, the leader of the Socialist party here, 
will be prosecuted for writing a violent article 
that appeared in a Socialist newspaper Dec. 17.

Word has reached this city from Rio Grande 
do Sul that the loyal garrison in Bage is be-

The correspondent in Rio, writing under 
date of Dec. 16, says that the day before that 
the insurgents suddenly started a perfect hail 
of bullets upon the city from rapid fire guns 
and small arms borne by men in launches, 
who swept along the water front 
of the city from a point opposite 
Cobras Island to Sande.

Bertin, Dec. 27.—The Socialist students 
attending the universities at Berlin, Freiburg, 
Marburg, and Kiel and the Catholic academy 
at Muenster have addressed a manifesto to 
the Socialist congress at Geneva in which they 
declare that the intellectual proletariat has 
the important role of expounding Socialist 
theories to the people. It adds that the stu- 
dents are not yet in a position to form a pub- 
lic opinion, but assures the congress that in 
spite of the restraint imposed upon them they 
will do all they possibly can to extend Social- 
ist ideas. The Vorwaerts, the organ of the 
Socialists, puts a damper on the manifesto of 
the students by saying it does not believe that 
they have any right to speak of the intel- 
lectual proletariat which the manifesto men- 
tions. The paper seems to fear that the stu- 
dents will damage the Socialist cause by their 
extravagant utterances. 

Workmen Find an Infernal Machine, 

Two workingmen in Muggelsee, near this 
city, today came upon a package lying in the 
street.

Terms of Russo-German Treaty. 

By the terms of the new commercial treaty 
between Germany and Russia imports of 
grain from the latter country will be granted 
the same tariff asis granted to similar im- 
ports from Austria.

JURY STILL OUT IN THE WAGNER CASE. 


Close of the Trial of the Girl Charged with 
Poisoning Four Persons, 
Inpranopo.is, Ind., Dec. 27.—[Special. |— 
The trial of Anna Wagner on the charge of 
poisoning four members of Charles Koesters’ 
family was closed this afternoon and given 
to the jury. At midnight no verdict had been 
reached. Prosecutor Holtzman began the 
closing speech this morning in a crowded 
court-room. Anna Wagner took her seat 
with much composure. In answer to a ques- 
tion of a friend she replied in German: 
„Well, this is the last day. I will soon know. 
Iam not afraid. Why should 1? Everybody 
knows now I didn’t kill anybody.”’ 
If really guilty, the young woman plays her 
part to perfection. While she has been 
brought to comprehend the great gravity of 
the charge against her and the penalty at- 
tached, it never seemed to occur to her from 
the day she left the witness stand that she 
stood before the world other than an exon- 
erated woman. She supposed her story and 
the evidence of her friends was all the 
court wanted. The evidence brought 
against her she invariably pronounced, 
lies,.“ schemes, all lies, accompany- 
ing her words with an expressive shrug of the 
sheulders. During Holtzman’s speech today 
she was bouyant in spirits and frequently 
turned to gaze at the mass of staring faces in 
the room. She was defiant in attitude and 
impatiently inquired of her brother, who has 
bankrupted his little savings to provide her 
with attorneys, how long that man would 
speak. i 
The prosecutor spent a large share of his 
time in making personal rejoinders to the 
telling speech of Attorney Spaan. When he 
got down to a review of the evidence his man- 
ner was halting. He declared: 
There is not a person within sound of my voice 
who does not believe Anna Wagner guilty. 
Then he affirmed that the State depended 
solely for conviction on its theory that Miss 
Wagner loved Charles Koesters, wanted to 
marry him, and poisoned his mother to get 
her out of the way. While he believed she 
had also poisoned the father and the little 
girl Mamie for the same reason, she was on 
trial only on one charge. He declared her 
story was not to be believed by the 
jury, that Charles Koesters had the only 
true version.

‘Police Officers Healy and Moran Held to 
the Grand Jury. 

Mrs. Josephine Berkman of No. 3205 
Archer avenue swore during the Coroner’s in- 
quest onthe body of E. A. Nielson at the 
Caqunty Morgue yesterday morning that Offi- 
cer Michael Healy of the Seventh Precinct 
threatened to kill her unless she dropped her 
hold on Nielson, whom she had found under 
the steps at her back door in a dying condi- 
tion.

She extricated 
him from his position, but did not notice that 
he been shot. She asked him what he 
done. He replied: ‘* Nothing; but the 
police have shot me andIam dying. They 
took 8 had.

THOSE EXPOSITION PHOTOGRAPHS AGAIN 


Director Burnham and Mr. Millet Want to 
Use Them Without Cost. 

Nearly the entire time of the session of the 
Executive committee of the World’s Fair Di- 
rectory was spent yesterday afternoon in dis- 
cussing whether the photographs of the Expo- 
sition which have been taken by Arnold & 
Higinbotham might be used gratuitously by 
Director of Works Burnham and Frank D. 
Millet in the illustration of a history of the 
Exposition which they are preparmg. This 
volume is to deai almost exclusively with the 
work of construction and the physical 
features of the Exposition. Mr. Burnham 
and Mr. Millet expect to invest $75,000 in 
the production of their work, and they asked 
that they might be allowed to use the plates of 
the Photographic Bureau. This bureau is in 
the nature of a concession. C. D. Arnold and 
H. D. Higginbotham, son of President Higin- 
botham, were granted the exclusive right to take 
photographs of the grounds and buildings. 
Each has been paid at the rate of $2,000 per 
annum salary and 10 per cent of the net re- 
ceipts from the sale of pictures. The enter- 
prise has proved a profitable venture for ‘the 
two concessionnaires, inasmuch as the Expo- 
sition company has furnished the build- 
ing and all the photographic material. 
President Higinbotham claimed yesterday 
that it would not be fair to these 
two concessionnaires to permit Mr. Burn- 
ham and Mr. Millet to use the picture 
plates without pay. Directors’ Revell 
and Lefens agreed with Mr. Higinbotham, 
but other members of the committee opposed 
his position. The debate grew somewhat ex- 
cited and eventually final action was post- 
poned for two weeks. The committee grant- 
ed an appropriation of $8,000 to pay the sal- 
aries of clerks for department chiefs several 
weeks longer. Meanwhile General- Director 
Davis announced that he would close up some 
of the departments as early as Jan. 15.

OENTRAL- RELIEF ASSOCIATION'S 
SYSTEM IN WORKING ORDER. 


Utility of Too Many Soup-Houses Not Ap- 
pirent=Professional Beggars Forced to 
House-to- Hause Canvassing — Advice 

; That They Be Kefused Help and Sent 
to the Relief Statiens, Where They 
Must Work to Get 
Practiced by Employment Agencies. 

The results of the Central Relief Associa- 


day night began to be apparent about asso- 
ciation headquarters yesterday. Many repre- 
sentative members of committees called dur- 
ing the day and reported active interest on the 
part of the general public. The soup houses 
ut one time deemed necessary are now not in 
such high favor. ‘These places are being dis- 
covered 4n all parts of the city, all on an inde- 
perident basis. One at the Kirkland Mission, 
on South Desplaines street, was reported 
yesterday. ‘Tuesday morning 460 men were 
fed at that place. They were told to report 
at Randolph street for work. All agreed to 
do so. The next morning only fifteen came 
for breakfast with the required tickets. The 
others went to soup houses in other parts of 
the city or began begging from door to door. 
This house visitation by beggars is 
not indorsed by the association. The diffor- 
ent soup houses are expected to join with the 
Central Association so that perfect organiza- 
tion will force those who now shirk work to 
help pay their way or leave town. The idea 
is to make a central clearing-house out of the 
association, and all religious and charitable 
‘societies have been requested to codperate 
with this end in view. 

Visitors from the Central 
furnished with blank reports to be 
in each case where help is requested. 
structions ure: Report especially 
state of the home and any signs of thrift. Do 
not take notes in the homes of the poor. Use 
the small calling cards to refresh your mem- 
ory, and gain your information through 
conversation rather than by questions.“ 

W. P. Rend promised the Tuesday night 
meeting that he would goto work yesterday. 
He did so, and last night said he had been 
well received at all the places that he visited. 
Nearly all the coal dealers were willing to do 
what they could for the relief movement. He 
said he thought the money necessary could be 
raised ifan active canvass was made. He 
would make regular visits each afternoon un- 
til he had seen all the coal dealers in the city, 
and felt contident of the ultimate result being 
satisfactory. 

E. F. Crugin's plan of raising the 51.000. 
000 thought necessary for present emergen- 
cies has net the approval of many interested 
in the work. Entering somewhat into detail 
Mr. Cragin covers the money-getting end of 
the association as far as applicable. Under 
the plan outlined the committees are now at 
work. Mr. Cragin has said in explanation of 
his plan; 

We are confronting perils of riots. Some 
day. as in 1877 in Pittsburg, or Cincinnati, 
or Chicago, or some other city unless prompt 
and wise work is done, there may come a riot 
the influence of which will spread over the 
land and more loss not covered by insurance 
will be met in one night than we dare esti- 
mate. The situation is one of great peril. It 
will be of little avail to send your bookkeeper 
or clerk around with a book or to send a let- 
ter. Let three representative men take a car- 
riage and spend three or four afternoons in 
visiting the trade. The result will astonish 
you. The man visited knows the cull- 
ers have no more at stake than he 
has. There is a dignity and strength to 
such a presentation that is well rmmgh 
irresistible. An admirable idea in many 
cases is to call a conference in your line ata 
hotel room. At that meeting plans can be 
perfected for reaching every member of your 
trade or profession by personal work. It is of 
great assistance to aim at: a certain figure for 
your trade or protession. Men will give twice 
as much, sometimes three times, on this basis. 
If your committees tell the men of their trade 
they should in their judgment raise 82.500 to 
$5,000, and propose to do it, men will give 
$500 and 51.000 where otherwise they would 
give $50 to 5100. 4s far as practicable it is 
desirable that new men in the different trades 
and professions be brought to the front. This 
principle was adopted in connection with the 
securing the World’s Fair with marked suc- 
cess, and is one constantly urged by success- 
ful political leaders. This does not mean the 
retirement of any other, but it means new 
men, new ideas, new methods, increased en- 
thusiasm.“ 


SWINDLING POOR LABORINGMEN. 


Association are

Induced to Pay Heavy Fees to Labor 
Agencies and Then Discharged. 

There are strong suspicions that some em- 
ployment agents in the city are dishonestly 
collecting fees from laborers under promise 
of obtaining employment for them on the 
Drainage Canal, when they have no authority 
from the contractors to hire men. The ques- 
tion received some attention at the hands of 
the Drainage Board yesterday. A motion 
offered by Trustee Kelly was passed author- 
izing Chief Clerk Judge to ascertain how 
many men were applying to the contractors 
for work, and how many were being sent to 
them by employment agents without au- 
thority. The sentiments of the board were 
entirely with those of Trustee Kelly. 

In yesterday’s issue of a morning paper ap- 
peared an announcement that the contractors 
of the Drainage Canal were unable to secure a 
sufficient number of men through the medium 
of the labor agencies to carry on their work, and 
that the latter were obliged to send to Mii- 
waukee in order to secure laborers. “Asa 
laborer,”’ said Walter A. Phillips of No. 346 
Wabash avenue, “I have had in the past 
many varied and unpleasant experiences with 
both the labor agents of this city and the sub- 
contractors of the Drainage Canal, and, feel- 
ing indignant at the misrepresentation above 
mentioned. I feel it my duty to communicate 
to the public a few facts concerning my own 
experience with the-canal commission and 
also a few facts I have learned from others, 
who have likewise passed through the same 
ordeal. In the first place there is 
no deficiency in the number of men 
employed on the canalat present, nor has 
there been for the last several months. A few 
days ago I was inthe employ of a contractor 
near Lemont, and although men were so plen- 
tiful that they could hardly be driven off the 
works, the labor agents of this city continued 
to ship them there by dozens almost daily. 
Each man had paid an advance sum of $2 to 
the agent to cover fee and transportation re- 
quirements, and after being employed for a 
day or two they would almost invariably be 
discharged to make room for the new fFe- 
cruits who were constantly arriving. It was 
plainly evident that the contractors, as well as 
the agents, were more anxious to obtain the 
oftice fee than they were to obtain the labor 
of the men they handled. This morning, 
while in conversation with a labor agent 
on State street, he informed me that he 
only received 50 cents of the $2 fees; he said 
the contractors kept the other $1.50. Up to 
within a few days ago labor tickets to differ. 
ent A on the canal were only eight cents 
by the Chicago and Alton railroad. So, after 

aying a 50-cent fee to an agent, the laborer 

ad to also make the employer a clear present 
of $1.42 to begin work. In order to attract 
public attention and revive their customs one 
firm of labor agents and ticket brokers on 
Canal street offered free transportation to the 
eanal for a day or two, wrote to Milwaukee 
for men, and after making a big noise about 
it, which was circulated by the press, they 
immediately imposed an advance fee of $1.50 
to all who inquired.

He Says He Is a Candidate nud Relieves 
Illinois Strongly Repu®ican. 

Senator Shelby M. Cullom arrived from 
Washington at the Grand Pacific at 10:30 
o’clock last night. He said he had not given 
much attention to his candidacy for reélec- 
tion. To the direct question whether he 
would be a candidate he replied: 1 think 
I shall, and, what is more, I will 
be clected. My stay in Chicago will 
be brief, as I leave for Springfield 
in the morning and will not return until 
after New Year’s, when I shall spend a day or 
two in Chicago on my way back to Washing- 
ton. I believe in getting an expression 
from the people of Iliinois as to their 
choice for United States Senator, and, as 
alreaay announced, I favor an expression ou 
the subject by the Republican State conven~ 
tion. It will bea body coming direct from 
the voters of the State and representative of 
the opinions of the Republican party and 
do not hesitate to trust my candidacy to such 
a body. : 

‘I regard the narrow margin of a little 
over a thousand votes, and that majority pos- 
s.bly representing a fraudulent vote, that Mr. 
Hopkins has over Mr. Swift an emphatic evi- 
dence that Illinois is safely Republic- 
an. A corresponding change in senti- 
ment over the State wouid indicate a 
good-sized Republican majority, and 
believe that on the national issue the narrow 
margin of the Democratic party would fade 
away into a big Republican majority and the 
State would give one of its old-fashioned Re- 
publican majorities. From my long 
range «at Washington I had expected 
Mr. Swift’s election, and I am sorry he Was 
defeated.

CRUELTY TO EXPORT ANIMALS, 


— 


Chicago Board of Trade and Illinois Hu- 
mane Society Adopt Resolutions, 

The bill relating to cruelty to animals dur- 
ing ocean transit, recently introduced in Con- 
gress by Mr. Cummings, is meeting with 
the earnest support of the Chicago Board of 
Trade and the Illinois Humane Society. Both 
have adopted resolutions supporting the bill 
and will take further action to promote its 
passage. ‘he Board of Trade adopted reso- 
lutions at a meeting held yesterday. Copies 
will be sent to the National Board of Trade 
convention to be held soon at Washington. 
The convention will be asked to adopt the 
resolutions and to take any further steps 
necessary for the success of the movement. 
The Board of Trade resolutions follow: 

Wuereas, The prevention of cruelty to animals 
is a recognized duty of civilized governments; 
and, 

WuereEas, The placing of the food supply of 
the world upon the markets in a sound and 
wholesome condition isin the interest not only 
of the consumer but of the producer, and of those 
engaged in its distribution; therefore, 

Resolved, By the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade of Chicago, that we heartily com- 
mend the objects of A Bill Providing for an In- 
ternational Maritime Conference for the Better 
Protection of Animals in Transit,“ and known 
as R. 4.182.“ introduced by Mr. Cummings 
Oct. 20, 1893; and respectfully urge that our 
Representatives in Congress use their best ef- 
forts to secure its passage at the earliest prac- 
tical moment. 

Resolved, That copies of this preamble and res- 
olution be sent to the honorable Committee on 
Inter-State and Foreign Commerce of the House 
of Representatives, to the Committee on Foreign 
Affaire tn the Senate, and to the Senators and 
Representatives in Congress from this State.

REVENGE THAT MAY BE COSTLY, 


Subornation of Perjury Charged Against a 
Former Employe, 

The legal controversy between Charles T. 
Davis, a dealer in alleged apollinaris water at 
No. 327 Dearborn street, and Hans Robert- 
son, formerly in his employ, has assumed a 
new form in Justice White’s court. Yester- 
day afternoon a warrant was issued for Hugh 
G. Smiley, who was at one time employed by 
Davis, charging him with subornation of per- 
jury in getting Robertson to swear falsely. 
The litigation started from an encounter said 
to have taken place between Robertson 
and Davis in the latter's office sev. 
eral weeks ago. Robinson later se- 
cured a warrant for Davis accusing 
him of assault. Davis in return caused Rob- 
ertson’s arrest. The cases came up before 
Justice Lyon and were taken to Justice White 
on a change of venue. 
duced by Robertson at the trial to the effect 
that he had never had an encounter with 
Davis as had been sworn to in his complaint. 
He accused Smiley in the affidavit with hav- 
ing influenced him to take action against 
Davis and that smiley had volunteered to 
meet all the expenses in the suit in order to 
get even with Davis who had discharged him. 
On the strength of the affidavit Justice White 
issued a warrant for Smiley. The penalty for 
the offense is from one to fourteen years in 
the penitentiary. 7

DRAINAGE BOARD AFTER AGNEW & 
00. AND ALFRED HARLEV. 


Work on the Several Sections Involved 
Said to Be Not Promising of Fulfill- 
ment of Agreement=—Over $4,000,000 
Involved—Subletting of Contracts De- 
nounced=—Sheriff Gilbert Issues a Re- 
port of the Work of His Office for the 
Six Months Ended Nov. 30, 1893. 

Upon recommendation of the joint Com- 
mittee on Engineerihg and Finance’ the 
Drainage Board decided yesterday to order 
the forfeiture, after proper notice has been 
given, of the contracts with Agnew & Co. on 
Secs. 5. 6, 7, 8, and 9, and Alfred Harlev 
on Sec. 1. The principal reason given is 
that the contractors have not made satis- 
factory progress. The contracts were signed 
eighteen months ago. Those of Agnew & Co. 
aggregate $3,500,000 and that of Harlev 
nearly $900,000. The latter has done but 
$30,000 worth of work and the former but 

250,000. Acting Chief Engineer T. T. 
Johnson's report, which accompanied the re- 
port of the committee, gave the conditions of 
the sections as follows: 

Sec. 1, Alfred Harlev, contractor—Substantial 
failure to meet requirements of contract. Recent 
rate of progress indicates contractor has sub- 
stantially, though not technically, abandoned 
work. 

Secs. 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9, Agnew & Co., contract- 
ors—Substantial failure to meet the requirements 
as to progress on all these sections, culminating 
during the present month ina state of affairs 
which holds out no promise that the intention and 
meaning of the contract are being complied with. 
All of the sections, with the 9 of about 
1,400 feet on Sec. 7. have virtually passed into 
the hands of third parties. A stipulated price, 
much below that of the principal contract, is 
being paid, involving two profits in place of one, 
and the management for practical operation is 
out of the hands of the principals. The contract- 
ors are substantially renee, the provisions 
of the contract in this respect. The character of 
the work is and has been bad. 


Provision for Forfeiture, 


The forfeiture is declared under the follow- 
ing provisions of the contracts: 


It being distinctly understood and agreed that 
the subletting of the work covered by this con- 
tract or any part thereof shall work a forfeiture 
of the contract at the option of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict and in case the contractor fails to 
comply with the provisions of this contract as to 
progress and character of work he shall be duly 
notified in writing and thirty days after the giv- 
ing of said notice the party of the first part may 
declare this contract forfeited if there is sub- 
stantial failure to comply with its provisions. 


The report of the committee states the case 
as follows: 


The last season has been more than ordinarily 
favorable in respect to weather and freedom from 
floods and labor has been plentiful. Jan. 1 it 
will be nearly eighteen months since the con- 
tracts were signed for the work below Willow 
Springs and sixteen months from the date upon 
which the contractors were notified to begin 
work and thirteen of the rated months upon 
whith progress is based out of a total of forty- 
one months, or nearly one-third, will have passed. 
If, during this time and under the conditions 
which have prevailed, any contractor bas failed 
to make the stipulated progress and place his 
work in condition to insure its future continuance 
there is too little likelihood or opportunity for 
future correction to warrant further considera- 
tion. 

Progress Could Have Been Made. 


Works well under way in both rock and earth 
sections demonstrate beyond quesuon that it is 
practicable to make the progress called for, and 
the plant, capital, energy, and skill employed in- 
sure that these sections will be diligently prose- 
cuted to completion. On others of the contracts 
all these elements appear to be lacking. The 
sections are practically in the hands of third 
parties directly contrary to the spirit of the con- 
tracts and regardless of the oft-expressed wish of 
the board, and this has led to endless difficulties 
in prosecuting the work and to scandal in the 
employment of labor. The work has been prose- 
cuted in a dilatory manner and without proper 
effort to make the required progress, al- 
though this committee and the officers of 
the board have called attention to the matter, 
advised the course to be taken, and mandatory 
orders have been issued against certain portions 
of the work. The plant provided for the work 
has been totally inadequate to insure progress 
and is insufficient both in character and amount 
to give any hope of meeting the required progress 
in the future. The character of work performed, 
the skill displayed therein, and the manner of 
managing and carrying on the same are not such 
as should be tolerated and the efforts to correct 
the same do not seem to be received in a proper 
spirit. For all the several reasons enumerated 
your committee believes this board cannot longer 
defer action without grave dereliction of duty, 
and we therefore recommend that the contractor 
for Secs. 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9 be served with notice of 
the intention to forfeit all of said sections. The 
lack of progress on Sec. 1 and the equipment 
there provided and the absence of any diligence 
in prosecuting this work also make it necessary 
to follow a similar course, and your committee 
recommends. that notice of forfeiture be also 
given to Alfred Harlev for that section. 

The contract with Christie & Lowe for the 
construction of Secs. I and K was approved. 
The contractors filed a bond in the sum of 
$150,000 with the American Surety company 


as surety.

The report includes reports from the deputy 
in charge of the civil courts and the deputy 
in charge of the criminal courts. That of the 
civil court deputy in substance is as fol- 
lows: 

James H. Gilbert, Sheriff of Cook County: I 
herewith submit a report showing the services 
srformed and fees earned by the bailiffs of the 
‘ircuit, Superior, and County Courts during the 
six months ending Nov. 30,1893. During that 

eriod venires were issued for 6,425 writs for 
jury service, of which 3,280 were for the Circuit 
Court, 1,501 for the Superior Court, and 1,644 
for the County Court. 

During the last six months the courts have held 
evening sessions for the purpose of naturaliza- 
tion. At times there have been as many as five 
Judges holding evenipg sessions,’ thereby neces- 
sitating large details of officers to attend courts, 
preserve order, and protect the property of the 
county from being destroyed. The time of the 
officers has also been largely taken up in making 
arrests on writs of attachments and inquisitions. 
Most of that class of work is executed after court 
hours in the evening. I would most respectful] 
recommend that suitable compensation be al- 
lowed to those officers for such extra service.

The grand total of writs served was 8,263; 
not served, 1,498; miles traveled, 130,025; 
fees earned, $10.225. Two hundred and 
four persons were taken to the Jefferson Asy- 
lum, 43 to Elgin, and 74 to Kankakee, 

The work done by bailiffs of the Criminal 
Court is reported as follows: 

James H. Gilbert, Sheriff of Cook County: I 
herewith submit a report of the work done by the 
bailiffs of the Criminal Court during the six 
months ending Nov. 30, 1893. The total number 
of persons served was 22,913: total number of 
miles traveled, 218,733; amount of fees earned. 
$25,746. The grand juries during the six months 
have heard 2,932 cases, of which 1,590 true bills 
and 1,342 no bills were returned. The work of 
this department has greatly increased during the 
last year, and has already reached a point where 
our present corps of bailiffs is inadequate to per- 
form it. The business of the Criminal Court is 
much greater at this time than ever before, as 
evidenced by the fact that four branches of that 
court are necessary to perform its work. The 
State’s-Attorney and the Clerk of the Criminal 
Court have each been given five additional assist- 
ants during the last year, while there has been 
no increase in the number of bailiffs in this de- 
partment for the last three years, notwithstand- 
ing the greatly increased work. 

he grand jury hears on an average forty cases 
daily, with an average of five witnesses in each 
case; this, with the .Criminal Court subpoenas 
both for the State and defense, necessitates the 
service of from 200 to 400 writs daily. The 
bailiffs are kept busy during the forenoon con- 
veying prisoners to and from the courts and po- 
lice stations. They have to serve 400 jurors 
every two weeks, in addition to specials. The 
grand jury, during the month of November alone, 
returned 186 indic ts against persons not in 
custody. On accouht of other work we were un- 
able to make the arrests im iately, thus caus- 
ing inconvenience and delay ringing the of- 
fenders to justice. With no further increase in 
the number of courts hearing criminal cases, the 
work — be done with an increase of ten men. 
The city is divided for convenience in serving 
writs into sevent°en districts, many of which are 
pos large to be — — or twice daily, as 

often necessary.

During the last six 
montis it has been necessary to convey many 
risoners to the County Building, some distance 
rom the jail, for trial. and ow to the lack of 
sufficient help, two or more of them have often 
been sent handcuffed er in charge ofa 
single bailiff. This is extremely dangerous and 
should the prisoners attempt to escape under 
such circumstances they would undoubtedly suc 
In all other departments of publie service 
eight hours constitute a*day’s work, and all 
legal holidays are carefully observed, while the 
bailiffs of the Crimmal Court work twelve hours 
daily. and July 4 was the only holiday during 
the last yearon which tney were not found at 
their pos: of duty. 

I desire further to call your attention to the 
fact that the bails in traveling about the city 
serving writs hav@ to pay their own car fare as 
well as that of the prisoners in their charge. 

It would seem but just that an allowance be 
made for such expenses in addition to salary.

TO FIGHT IT OUT IN THE COUNCIL, 


Whether to Tear Down the West Side 
High School for a Stable, Ete, 

The Council Committee on Schools yester- 
day agreed to recommend to the Council the 
recommendation of the Board of Education 
that the old high school building on West 
Monroe street be torn down to make room 
for a store-room for supplies, a workshop, and 
stable for the twenty-odd horses owned by the 
city and used inthe School Board’s work. 
This proposition has been before the Council 
for nearly two years. The understanding is 
that the fight on the matter is to be nade in 
the Council. The committee also considered 
at length the proposition of the Board of Edu- 
cation to exchange the present school site of 
124 feet frontage on St. Lawrence avenue 
and Sixty-sixth street for the 216-foot site on 
Champlain avenue, between Sixty-fifth and 
Sixty-sixth streets, the city agreeing to pay 
$4.600 difference. It was agreed to authorize 
the trade provided the owners of the 216 [eet 
would accept $3,500 instead of $4,600. 


Another Site for Electric Light Plant. 


The expected fight over the location of the new 
electric light plant on a site on West Polk street, 
near Ashland avenue, did not develop in the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys West vesterday. 
Chairman Kent, it appears, has agreed to find 
another site. The committee agreed to recom- 
mend for passage an ordinance allowing the West 
Chicago Street railroad company to construct 
and operate a double track street railroad on 
Armitage avenue between California and Kimball 
avenues. An ordinance providing for the laying 
of street car tracks on West Harrison street from 
Western avenue to Kedzie avenue was placed on 
file, the ordinance providing that the road should 
be built before Jan. 1, 1894.

TO TAKE A LOOK AT “DICK EDWARDS. 


Men Who Knew Him Go to Dennison, Tex. 
-Painter’s Brother’s Visit. 

Thomas M. Painter, a traveling man, arrived 
in Chicago yesterday afternoon from a West- 
ern trip and called at the Cook County Jail to 
see his brother, George H. Painter, sentenced 
to be hanged Jan. 12, 1894. The brothers 
held a long and earnest conversation. 
the first visit Thomas Mi Painter had paid his 
condemned brother in several weeks. He 
travels for a Chicago house, but is not often 
in the city. George H. Painter was cheerful 
when seen later, aud declared confidence in 
the belief he would yet escape the gal- 
lows, twice prepared for his execu- 
tion. Besides important evidence here- 
tofore ‘secured to establish my inno- 
cence we have secured two additional 
affidavits of the greatest importance.“ said 
Painter. These are from persons who knew 
Dick Edwards well and who state positively he 
was in Chicago the night of the murder of 
Alice Martin. Now, if Dick Edwards, who is 
in the Texas penitentiary, can be identified as 
the same Dick Edwards who was in Chicago 
at the time of the murder the circumstantial 
chain which has shackled me so long must 
fall to the ground.” Last night Attorney 
Foster, with Richard Roche and another per- 
son who knew Dick Edwards well, left for 
Dennison, Tex., to have a look at the Dick 
Edwards confined in the penitentiary there. 
Only two weeks more of the month’s respite 
granted by Gov. Altgeld remain to Painter, 
and all the evidence going to prove his in- 
nocence must be submitted within the next 
week or ten days. 


LOUISE & CO. ANSWER DREYFUS SUIT, 


The Millinery Firm Says Its Ex-Manager
